Applicant's argument is more 
specific than the claim language of claim 1 . Applicant argues that the invention uses lubricant containing one of a fluoro-polymer and a 
flourides-containing gas. However, claim 1 states "one of lubrication with a lubricating oil, a grease containing a fluoro-containing 
polymer". Takemura teaches the use of a lubricating oil which meets the ONE OF in a group of lubrications that are listed in claim 1.. 
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
